message, reviewing the progress of the past 
year, and referring the to the benefits our 
administration may afford our citizens during 
the ensuing year. In my previous message, I 
stated that we were confronted with many 
problems that would require patient, painstak- 
ing and impartial consideration, and while 
we feel that we achieved some substantial 
success in our undertaking. nevertheless I 
am constrained to urge that you co-operate 
with me throughout this present year in the 
same patient, painstaking and impartial man- 
ner you gave to the work last year, to the 
end that we may achieve the fruition of our 
labors. Our achievements throughout the 
past year were the result of our mutual 
interest, application and co-operation. 

I avail myself of this opportunity to hereby 
express my sincere appreciation to those 
citizens whom I appointed on January 1, 
1912,-and designated as a ‘“‘Charter Commis- 
sion,’’ forthe interest and zeal they mani- 
fested in the Consideration and preparation of 
a proposed charter to meet the present re- 
quirements of our city. The said com- 
mission met from time to time, and as the 
result of their labors submitted to the Legis- 
lature for enactment a bill which. in the 
judgement of said cemmission, would meet 
the necessary requirements of our city, but 
which failed of enactment. There is at the 
present time a, State- wide agitation for a 
constitutional? convention, and one of the 
main reasons advanced therefor jo! the desire 
of mun? ‘cinplities that 5he,Conss soutien’ be so 
amended, "as 99 - permit mmhnicipal se}f, kovern- 
ment® and rallow a greater latitude, Im, the 
principle ‘8? home rule. sm “those Staves where 
const tutional epsivant jong » have recently» been 
held ‘su ok an dibendmend has invariabiy been 
proposed, , and adopted.

T feel that out citizens dre to be con- 
eratulated on the progress that has been 
made throughout the past year toward the 
solution of the sewer probtem, whick has heen 
agitated—but agitated only—for many years 
past. Your honorable body, in accordance 
with the suggestion which I made to you in 
Isv previous message, engaged ihe services 
of James H. Fuertes, Esq., a competent enzi- 
neer, to investigate the entire situation and 
submit to you a proper and adequate plan 
or system of,sewerage, and said enzineer, 
afier many months of careful observaiion,

investigation and study,:has prepared and 
submitted to you a report which is most 
explanatory of the character and condition 
of our present sewer system, points out the 
deficiencies therein, andrecommends for adop- 
tion a plan of sewerage and drainage devised 
by him not involving pumps, which will ade- 
quately meet our requirements. The plan 
recommendd by Mr. Fuertes in his said re- 
port and accompanying drawings is. referred 
to therein as Plan B. Its essential features 
are as follows: 

1. A system of combined- sewers to re- 
ceive both the sewage and storm water cf 
the unsewered part of the. city. 

2: Th erebuilding of several of the exist- 
ing sewers. 

3. The reduction of the area tributary to 
certain of the existing sewers by diverting 


some of the sewage therefrom t» the new 
sewers. 
4. The extension of the outfalls, for the 


dry weather flow of. sewage, to the piernead 
line. 

ay The provision of arrangements’ for 
properly flushing the sewers. 

6. The establishment of grit chambers 
and automatically cleaned screens at the ount- 
falls. 

7. The diverson of the sewage from lhe 
canal and from slips and docks along the 
river front. 

[ recommend the, adoption of the aforesaid 
plan and theeprosecutoin ot the work there- 
under as “soon as possible. I Woyld further 
recommend sthat the Fifteenth street sewer 
and the. "Eqev euth «street sewer, as faéntioned 
in , the, Akoresaid qwiah, be first cquStructed. 
By the 4doption of ‘said report yl, Wit] “pro-

The cost of the construction of the lateral 
sewers at least should be assessed against 
the property which will be specially benefited 
thereby, and the commissioners of assess- 
ment should, after giving the matter careful 
consideration, apportion the cost accordingly. 


FINANCES. 

The financial 
especially gratifying. During the past year 
we have issued bonds for the completione of 
Elysian Park, for the repairing of streets, and 


condition of our city is. 


for schools. The prices for which such bonds 
were sold speaks well for the financial con- 
dition of our city. Under previous adminis- 
trations the sinking funds were not properly 
cared for, but ‘now each sinking fund is kept 
intact and separate and apart. Hoboken’s — 
financial condition is, enviable, as is evident 
by a comparison of assets against bonded 
debt, and we should strive to' maintain such 
favorable conditions. While during the pres- 
ent year bonds will have to be issued for 
the construction of the proposed sewer sys- 
tem and for street improvements, particularly 
the reimprevement of Washington and Ferry 
streets, there is mo one wha really has the best 
interests of our city at heart but will agree 
that: such improvements. are not only abso- 
lutely “necessary but also that the issue of 
bonds therefor will be fully justified. The 
city will be well repaid by such betterments 
in the further development of property and 
the consequent increased returns from taxes. 
During the past year you have, in accord- 
ance with my recommendation of one year 
ago, devised a series of triplicate requisitions 
for work and supplies whereby direct re- 
sponsibility is placed for the issue of requi- 
sitions by the various departments and com- 
mittees and a proper record kept thereof. 
‘It. is particularly .gratifying to me to be 
able to inform you that I have received 
from the printer a copy of the financial 
statement of our city for the fiscal year 
1911-1912. I have been insistent in my de- 
mand therefor. This is the first financial 
statement prepared in five years and we 
should see to it that the neglect to issue a 
financial statement year1ry, as required by 
the charter, should not be countenanced tor 
the future. I know of no reason why a 
financial statement should not be prepared 
by the Comptroller-iat the close of eaeh fiscal 
year, and such should be required not only 
for the information of the municipal officers. 
but for our citizens. JI would recommend 
also that you require the Comptroller to 
prepare and submit to the Council and to 
the Mayor, monthly, a cancise ‘statement 
showing the condition of appropriations and 
various funds, including the sinking funds. 
I would advise you to consider the ad- 
visability of issuing in the future serial 


bonds, in place of long term bonds. as 
heretofore. It seems to me that: the issue 
of serial bonds will not only obviate the 


administrative requirements of the sinking 
fund method, but will demonstrate that the 
eost thereof will be less burdensome to the. 
taxpayers. 


STREBRTS. 


During the past year the following streets 
have been repaved: Jackson — street, from 


First <ctrect to Paterson. avenue: Monroe 
street, from Newark street to First street; 
Clinton sireet, from First strect to Third 
street: Willow avenue, from Eleventh street 
to Thirteenth street; Hudson street, from 
Fifth street to Sixth street; Monroe street, 
from Fifth street to Sixth street; Sixth 
street, from Madison street to Monroe 
‘street; Second street, from Willow avenue 
to Madison street. The aforesaid reimprove- 
ments I feel are in line with the manner in 
which such work should be done; they are 
all good permanent pavements, laid upon a 
concrete foundation, and will doubtless give 
satisfactory service. During the present 
year I hope to see Washington street and 
. Ferry street repaved. While it may be ad- 
visable to repave Washington street with a 
smooth pavement, I think Ferry street 
should be repaved with a stone block pave- 
ment; both pavements should be laid upon 
a concrete foundation, as will afford a last- 
ing improvements. Now that conduits have 
been laid in Washington street by the Pub- 
lice Service Corporation, you should re- 
quire said company to immediately remove 
from the streets the unsightly poles . and 
overhead wires and place said wires in said 
conduits. This change will not only beau- 
tify our streets but wii! comply with the 
recommendations of the Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, afford greater facility to our fire 
department to cope with fire whenever occa- 
sion may require, and afford to our citizens 
a reduction in the rates of fire insurance. 
I have already conferred with the officers 
of the Public © Service Corporation with 
reference to the removal of said poles and 
wires and they have wxssured me that the 
matter will have their early attention. The 
said company has also informed me that in 
accordance with my wishes they will erect 
upon Washington street, in place of the 
present unsightly wooden poles, ornamental 
iron poles, whereon shall be affixed their 
street lamps. In my previous message I 
recommended that you ascertain whether 
you have the power. to regulate the matter 
of uniform sidewalks of an established grade, 
or whether -it is necessary to seek legisla- 
tion therefor, and I again commend this 
matter to your earnest consideration. 

The Public Utility Commissioners have 
‘recently ‘o‘rdered’’ a reduction in the price 
of gis within the Paterson District to 90 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet and ‘‘recommended’’ 
a reduction of the price of gas within the 
Hudson County District to 90 cents per 
thousand cubic feet. Jersey City has filed 
a petition with the Puplic Utility Commis- 
sioners seeking a reduction in the price of 
gas to 80 cents per thousand cubic feet, and 
in the interests of our city I recommend 


| 
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that you request the Corporation Attorney to 
join with Jersey City in the prosecution of 
said petition, and if necessary that the Cor- 
poration Attorney be airected to present a 
similar petition to the Public Utility Com- 
missioners on behalf of the city of Ho- 
poken. 

Tl believe that it would be well for you to 
consider the advisability of investigating 
the quality of gas. and. electric light fur- 
nished to our «ity, with a view of iascer- 
taining whether the contract specifications 
relating thereto are being fully complied 
with. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

It gives me great pleasure to say that our 
fire department is in very good condition. 

The efficiency of the uniformed force is 
of a very high standard. The apparatus and 
horses are all in good order, and the build- 
ings, with the exception of Engine House 
No. 4 and Engine Company No. 3, are in 


“good sanitary condition and in good repair. 


With reference to Engine House No. 4, 
located on Park avenue, I would advise 
that nothing be done until it was clearly 
established that auto fire apparatus is be- 
yond the experimental stage and is generally 
adapted for the work or extinguishing fires; 
then very little money would be required to 
place this house in good repair and suitable 
for the installation of an auto fire engine. 

The house of Engine Company No. 8 and 
Truck Company No. 2, 1ocated at the junc- 
tion of Newark and Ferry streets, is in such 
a bad state of repair, and the overcrowded 
condition both of the apparatus and dormi- 
tory floors is such that I feel it my duty to 
advise that your honorable body take steps 
to acquire land in the westerly section of 
the Fourth Ward and erect thereon a suit- 
able building for the installation of Engine 
Company No. 3.. The acquisition of the 
land and the erection of the building should, 
in my opinion, cost about $20,000. The 
segregation of Engine Company No. 3 and 
Truck Company No. 2 would relieve the 
congested condition existing in the house of 
these companies and afford better fire pro- 
tection in that portion of the city. 


THE SCHOOLS. 


The administration of our schovls for the 
past year has been somewhat handicapped 
by the frequent changes in the personnel of 
the Board of Education. The uncertain 
legislation of 1911 is wholly responsible for 
this condition of affairs. There were no 
less than twenty-one school districts in the 
State which were affected by this school 
legislation. The school law of 1911 which - 
provided for the appointments of Boards of 


“Education was so loosely constructed as to 


admit of various interpretations. The legal 
status of the Board of Education was finally 
established by a decision from State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction. The Board of 
Education as it is now organized is free from 
legal entanglements and has sett'ed down to 
its administrative duties with the sole pur- 
pose in view of raising the standard of our 
schools. 

For the past two years the greatest hin- 
drance to school work has been the lack of 
school .accommodation. Since the demo- 
lition of the building known as School No. 
1 the thousand children that formerly occu- 
pied that building at a great inconvenience 
have been attending School’ No. 4, and have 
enjoyed only a half-day’s schooling during 
that period. I fully recognize the fact that 
the patrons of School No. 1 are entitled to 
better consideration at the hands of the 
school authorities, and that they have been 
very patient throughout the long and com- 
plicated controversy; but they should bear 
in mind that the ‘‘No. 1 Schocl muddle’ 
was handed down to my administration as a 
very undesirable heritage. My appointees to 
the present school boara are not in any way 
responsible for the existing conditions that 
confront them; on the contrary, they ought 
to be commended far their earnest efforts 
that they are making to straighten out the 


*unwarraned conditions,’’ which were 


handed to them by their predececsors. 

I firmly believe that the present Board of 
Education has at last solved the question of 
a new school building, to be erected on the 
site of old School No. 1, which, in every 
way, will be commensurate with our needs; 
and that the patrons of that district will 
soon come into the full possession of their 
own and will be fully rewarded for the pa- 
tience that they have so graciously exercised. 

The excellence of our school system com- 
mends itself to the citizens of our city. Dur- 
ing the past few years great attention has 
been paid to the physical side of the child. 
Three years ago the Board of Education ap- 
pointed three medical inspectors, to look 
after the physical well-being of the child, 
and recognizing the importance of this work 
another inspector was appointed this year, so 
as to increase the general efficinecy. To 
make the work of the medical inspectors 
more effective, a school nurse was appointed. 
The nurse has been of great value in many 
ways in following up the work of the medical 
inspectors in improving the conditions in the 
homes, in bettering the physical condition 
of the child and in directing and promoting 
better school attendance. 

The establishment of a dental clinic is 
another phase of school work, which has met 


with-the strongest commendation in remedy- 
ing the many ills which come from defective 
teeth. The free dental clinic makes it pos- 
sible for those parents of scant means to ob- 
tain treatment of their children’s teeth at 
no expense. TH 

In order to make the medical iuspecction of 
school children still more effective, the Board 
of Education has established a, thoroughly 
equipped free clinic in the High School 
Building. This clinic, which is open three 
afternoons of the week, is in charge of the 
medical inspectors and the nurse, who give 
their services free to the children of the de- 
serving poor of our city. Everyone who has 
come in touch with the work of the clinic is 
unqualified in approval of its value. 

Supplementing the work of the educational 
department is that of the Free Public Li- 
brary. 

With the opening of a branch in the High 
School Building, fully equipped with upward 
of one thousand reference books, in charge 
of an experienced reference librarian, the 
work of the High School has been greatly fa- 
cilitated and expedited. 

The opening during the year of the Edward 
Russ Memorial Law Library, with three thou- 
sand modern law books, has become a great 
benefit, not only to students, but also to the 
general practitioners of our city. 

Through the generosity of the family of 
the late Dr. Joseph E. Fopeano and Dr. James 
Rosenkrans, the library has secured a sub- 
stantial nucleus of what may become a prac- 
tical medical library. 

With a view to stimulating a knowledge 
of, and a love for, good, wholesome reading 
in the young, a ‘‘story-telling hour’ has been 
inaugurated, and every Saturday morning 
upwards of one hundred children listen [o - 
classic and other stories entertainingly told. 

These and other features are making this 
the most popular institution in the city’s 


government and fully justifies the policy of 


the trustees to benefit the greatest number 
with little formality and few restrictions, 
and when we realize that of its collection of 
over 50,000 volumes more than 200,000 books 
were taken out for home use during the past 
year, it is sufficient indication that they have 
succeeded to the satisfaction of the reading 
public. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

The police department of our city is second 
to none in the State, in efficiency. “ 

The Board of Police Commissioners were 
recently requested by the chief of police to 
appoint additional police officers, so as to 
insure adequate protection to our citizens, 
and said board, after careful consideration of 
the matter, determined that the request was 
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‘Square Park have been enlarged. 


a reasonable one, that the need of the addi- 
tional police officers was urgent, and there- 
fore appointed nine additional policemen, 
thus bringing the number of policemen con- 
siderably below that which is authorized by 
law. 
' The police have been very diligent during 
the last year in looking after some of the 
saloons in our city, proprietors of which 
seem to have been more concerned in regard 
to their receipts than to the morals of their 
business. I expect when the licenses of such 
saloonkeepers expire and they seek a renewal 
thereof, the Excise Board will refuse li- 
censes, 
LAW DEPARTMENT. 

Throughout the past year a considerable 
sum of money was saved to our taxpayers 
by the discontinuance of the practice in- 
dulged in by the Board of Education of 1911 
by the employment of special counsel. In 
my previous message I called attention to 
such flagrant misuse of public moneys and 
recommended that thereafter the Board of 
Education should not engage special counsel, 
but should avail themselves of the services 
of the corporation attorney and the assistant 
corporation attorney. By adopting my recom- 
mendations in this respect, and by said board 
availing themselves itself of the services of 
the corporation attorney, the city has been 
saved thousands of dollars. Throughout the 
past year the law department has settled ad- 
vantageously to the city several old matters, 
one of which, Calumet Construction Com- 
pany against the Board of Eduction of the 
year 1911 wherein judgment for $27,300 was 
rendered against said board in relation to Pub- 
lic School No. 9. This was finally settled for 
the sum of $12,750. Another of which, the 
Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken 
against Michael H. Murphy, Theopolus Butts, 
John Bruning and Martin Steljes, which was 
pending in the Supreme Court since 1887, 
was settled for the sum of $5,000, which has 
been paid over to the city. 


PARKS. 

During the past year two public comfort 
houses in Church Square Park and Hudson 
Elysian 
Park is in course of completion. The money 
expended upon the completion of Elysian 
Park, while considerable, the improvement 
was necessary, the work when completed will 
evidence that the expense was justified. I 
have recently had the parks examined by an 
expert who suggested certain recommenda- 
tions for the future care thereof, and while 
it may not be possible to bring the parks 
within the next year to the condition we 
would like to have them in, we can at least 
see to it that in all improvements made 


) 


thereto, we ldok~ to’ the ‘perthanency thereof. 
HEALTH. 

The health of our city is quite satisfac- 
tory. There has been considerable decrease 
in the infant mortality, and I feel that it is, 
in a great measure, attributable to the effi- 
cient services rendered and recommendations 
made by the visiting nruses, as well as the 
opportunity afforded to mothers and children 
of obtaining pure milk from the stations on 
Willow avenue, established by Richard 
Stevens and Robert L. Stevens Fund. - The 
death rate in our city is lower for this past 
year than previous years. The Board of 
Health has adopted various ordinances that 
will very effectively tend to more sanitary 
conditions. I refer particularly to an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the exposing in front of 
stores of meats and fish, also an ordinance 
regulating the sale of milk. The Board of 
Health has taken. the initial step in pro- 
ceedings that will very soon result in an 
abatement of the nuisances created by the 
discharge of sewage into our city by mu- 
nicipalities surrounding us. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 

The recreation centre during the past year 
has been doing incalculable good, both in 
keeping our children off the street and mak- 
ing them healthy and useful. It will be a 
splendid thing if we could extend the scope 
of this work. It is remarkable the splendid 
and efficient work that is being accomplished 
by the Playground Commissioners and their 
capable superintendent. Our citizens would 
hardly realize the physical and instructive ad- 
vantages afforded to the children who avail 
themselves of the use of the playgrounds. I 
would recommend that our citizens visit such 
playgrounds and see for themselves the good 
work that is being accomplished. 


TAXATION. 

I feel that our citizens should be advised 
of the reasons of the increase of their taxes 
throughout the past five years. In 1907 the 
amount raised by taxation for the city pur- 
poses was $645,144.20; for State school pur- 
poses, $89,378.59; for county purposes, $225,- 
112.29. In 1911, the amount of taxes raised 
for city purposes was $845,087.51; for State 
school purposes, $181,554.57; for county pur- 
poses, $362,538.22. It thus appears that there 
was an increase in the tax rate between the 
years 1907 and 1911 of 30 per cent for city 
purposes, 60 per cent for county purposes, 
and more than 100 per cent. for State school 
purposes. Throughout the past year, by 
economizing, and because of my _ strong 
recommendations to all municipal depart- 
ments, the amount of taxes as appropriated 
for city purposes for the year of 1912 was 


$818,302.80, being a reduction of $26,735.- 
71 for the amount required for the year of 
1911. Notwithstanding the economy prac- 
ticed in our local administration, the taxes 
imposed upon our citizens for State school 
purposes and county purposes are such that 


our citizens have much reason to complain, 
but as to which we have no control. In- 


stead of the saving effected in our municipal 
government, tending to make the tax rate of 
our city lower, the amount increased for 
eounty purposes in 1912 of $38,271, and the 
amount increased for State school purposes of 
$6,000 have brought about the present or 
higher tax’ rate for this year. Our local tax 
rate will compare most favorably with all 
other cities of the second class. 


CITY HALL. 

It is a matter of particular satisfaction 
that the work of renovating and enlarging 
our City Hall is practically complete. While 
it may have seemed to have been unneces- 
sarily delayed, we must realize that the 
work was prosecuted under many handicaps, 
principally the occupation of the building by 
the officials during the progress of the work. 

I want to take this occasion to say that all 
who have visited the City Hall recently are 
satisfied that it was a much-needed improve- 
ment that we can be proud of and that the 
money was well invested. 

SAFE AND SANE FOURTH OF JULY. 

The innovation of the appointment of a 
eommittee to effectuate the observance of the 
eelebration of Independence Day, last July 
4, in a safe and sane manner, proved most 
satisfactory, and such a committee should be 
appointed annually hereafter to insure the 
observance of said holiday without danger 
or casualty. 

In conclusion let me thank the citizens who 
have assisted me in my administration of the 
affairs of the city, with their help and ad- 
vice, and to the various committees appoint- 
ed by me in the past year, I extend my most 
sincere thanks.

Gentlemen—Mr. Daniel J. Gray, City Su- 
perintendent of Weights and Measures, ad- 
vised me some time ago that he shad caused 
to be apprehended and prosecuted for vio- 
lation of ‘‘An act to establish a uniform 
standard of weights and measures in this 
State, to establish a department of weights 
and measures, and to provide penalties for 
the use of other than standard or legal 
weights and measures,’’ approved April 24, 
1911, and the supplements thereto, commonly 
known as the weights and measures act, 
certain persons whom he charged with hay- 
ing violated the provisions of said act, many 
of whom were found guilty and fines im- 
posed by the court. Under the aforesaid 
act, all fines imposed upon or penalties col- 
lected from persons offending against the 
provisions of said act are required to be 
paid by the magistrate receiving the same, 
where such penalty was incurred within a 
municipality having a municipal superinten- 
dent, into the treasury of such municipality. 
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Mr. Gray submitted to me the names of a 
number of persons upon whom fines were 
imposed for violations of the provisions of 
the aforesaid act, and prosecutions caused 
by him, and upon investigation I ascertained 
that the persons upon whom fines were so 
imposed were placed in the hands of the pro- 
bation officer, and to whom said fines were 
to be paid. I communicated with Richard 
Stevens, the probation officer of Hudson 
County, with reference to said matter, re- 
questing that he make payment of the fines 
collected by him in such cases to the City ~ 
Treasurer. I received word from the pro- 
bation: officer a few days ago advising me 
that he had consulted with Judge Blair in 
reference to my said demand, and that 
Judge Blair had authorized him to comply 
therewith. The probation officer informs me 
that he will turn over to the City Treasurer 
whatever fines he may collec for the viola- 
tion of the aforesaid act within the city.

Honor Mayor Cooke was presented, read and 
referred to the Committee on Fire and Water: 
Mayor’s Office, 
Hoboken, N. J., Feb. 13, 1913. 
To the Council: 

Dear Sirs—In order to establish a better 
system of fire prevention in our city and. to 
increase the efficiency of the Fire Department 
in this regard, I deem it advisable and I so 
recommend to your Honorable Body that 
your Committee on Fire and Water meet 
with the Fire Commissioners and the Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Department as to the 
advisability of amending our present ordi- 
nances or drafting a new ordinance for 
passage by your Honorable Body, vesting in 
the Chief Enginer of our Fire Department, 
through the Fire Commissioners, the right 
to enter and make inspection of the cellar, 
area, light shaft or yard of any dwelling 
house, factory building or any other building 
of whatsoever kind in the city, and if, after 


such inspection, the Chief Engineer should 
find conditions hazardous and inviting fire 
by carelessness or mismanagement in the 


accumulation of inflammable material in any 
cellar, area, light shaft or other place in or 
about the premises, thereby causing the lives 
and property of our citizens to be endangered 


- by fire, and after due notice for the immedi- 
ate removal of such inflammable material 
from the premises be served on the party or 
parties responsible for such hazardous condi- 
tions and failure of the party or parties so 
served to comply with said notice of removal 
and discontinuance of such hazordous con- 
dition, the Chief Engineer be empowered to 
cause a warrant to be issued for the arrest 
of such party or parties responsible for or 
maintaining such hazardous condition, and 
after conviction be subject to a fine in the 
amount as in your judgment you may deem 
adequate. ; 

In my opinion the present ordinances cov-

Honor the Mayor was presented and read: 

March 19, 1913. 
To the Council: 

I return to you herewith, disapproved, the 
petition of Carl Mueller, of 108-110 Hudson 
street, for a license as cabaret My reasons 
for disapproving the grant of such license are 
that I feel quite certain that the applicant, 
Carl Mueller, does not seek such license for 
an honest purpose. Cabaret licenses, in my 
opinion, should be granted only to bona fide 
restaurant proprietors, as in other cities 
where such class of licenses are granted, if 
in the opinion of the Council it is deemed 
advisable to grant any such licenses at all. 
The purpose of cabaret is doubtless to 
enable proprietors of restaurants to afford 
their diners first class entertainment. I am 
constrained to believe that the objcet of the 
applicant, Carl Mueller, is by way of subter- 
fuge to circumvent the provisions of the so- 
called barmaid ordinance, which has accom- 
plished so much in the upliftnig of the moral

condition’ of" our: “city. Y The’ ‘grant ot, 2 
cabaret license to a place such as that of 
the petitioner, Carl Mueller, in my estima- 
tion, onens up the wiy for proprietors of 
such places to suvply women in the guise 
of entertanieds, but who will really serve as 
barmaids or conversationalists, which is now 
prohibited by ordinance. Furthermore, the 
applicant, Carl Mueller, is not, in my opinion, 
a proper person to be granted such a license. 
My information from the records of the 
Police Department is that on November 28, 
1903, he was charged with the violation of 
the so-called barmaid ordinance and convicted 
and fined $50. On December 3, 1903, he 
was charged with selling liquor without a 
license and was convited and fined $50. On 
June 8 1904, he was again charged with 
the violation of the so-called barmaid ordi- 
nance and was convicted and fined $50. On 
July 14, 1910. and May 27, 1911, he was 
again charged with violating the barmaid or- 
dinance, but in the two latter cases he was 
not convicted. 

An additional reason for my disapproval of 
the grant of license for cabaret to said Carl 
Mueller is that the grant of said license by 
your Honorable Body is.for the premises 
108-110 Hudson street, and in my opinion 
you cannot legally grant a license for both 
of said premises for the one license fee. In 
conclusion, I desire to sav that, aside from 
my determination to disapprove of the grant 
of the said cabaret license to Car! Mueller, 
I consider it unwise that a license should be 
eranted said applicant. considering that he 
has so frequently been apprehended by the 
police authorities, charged with the violation 
of our city ordinance, and on three of said 
occasions having been convicted and fines 
imposed. I trust that now I have called 
your attention to the character of the ap- 
plicant and his place of business that you 
will sustain my disapproval, thereby evi- 
dencing that we rae desirous of granting 
licenses only to proper persons and places.

Gentlemen—The Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals has determined the case of the Mayor 
and Council of the City of Hoboken, plaintiff 
in error, vs. Carl Lentz et als., State Board 
of Equalization of Taxes, etc.; Morris and 
Essex Railroad Company; Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad. Company, 
lessee; Hoboken Ferry Compny, and Richard 
Bowes, Collector of Taxes of the City of Ho- 
boken, defendants in error, adverse to the 
city, ti, 

The writ of error in the aforesaid case was 
for the purpose of reviewing the order for 
judgment of the Supreme Court dismissing 
the writ of certiorari sued out by the City 
of Hoboken, directed to the State Board of 
Equalization of Taxes, the Morris & Essex 
Railroad Company, the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western Railroad Company, 
lessee, the Hoboken Ferry Company, and 
the Collector of Taxes of Hoboken. The 
certiorari brought up for review the judg- 
ment of the State Board of Equalization of 
Taxes rendered on the appeal of said ferry 
and railroad companies from an assessment 
for taxation for the year 1908, against their 
property located in Hoboken, known as the 
“lower ferry.’’ By the local assessment the 
lands were valued at 1,470,000 and the 
buildings and improvements at $440,000. 
Upon an appeal taken by the ferry and rail- 
road companies to the Hudson County Board 
of Taxation, the right of the assessors of the 
City of Hoboken, as well as the valuation 
placed by them on the property in question 
was affirmed. i 

An appeal was then prosecuted by the 
ferry and railroad companies to the State 
Board of Equalization of Taxes, upon the 
ground: 

1. That the property taxed was second 
class railroad property, the same being lands 
used for railroad purposes, other than the 
main stem, and therefore not subject to local 
assessment, and asserting that the local as- 
sessment should be annulled. 

2. That the assessment upon.all the prop- 
erties enumerated should be revised and cor- 
rected. : 

3. The entire lower ferry property has 


been assesse dby the State Board of Assessors 


upon a return made by the railroad com- 
pany. The Assessors of the City of Hoboken 
had also assessed the same property, claim- 
ing that the entire property was not used 
for railroad purposes. 

The State Board of Equalization of Taxes 
held: ‘‘The evidence in this case shows 
clearly that the only part of the ferry build- 
ings used for local purposes is the lower 
floor and from the evidence it is also clearly 

od 
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apparent that this use is three-fourths local 
and one-fourth railroad use.’’ The State 
Board thus rendered judgment ‘‘That the as- 
sessment of $1,470,000 on the land as assess- 
ed by the city, be canceled because said land 
is used for railroad purposes and is not 
subject to assessment locally. And that the 
assessment of $440,000 on said improvements 
be cancelled because said improvements are 
us°* for railroad purposes. and not subject 
to assessment locally, excepting the main 
floor of the main terminal building, which 
floor is used in the main for local and rail- 
road traveling uses; and that as to the said 
first floor. the ssessment thereof locally is 
hereby fixed and apportioned at its market 
value of $85,000, and for said last mentioned 
sum the local assessment for improvements 
is sustained.”’ 

In behalf of the City of Hoboken it was 
conetnded before the Supreme Court that the 
determination of the State board of Equaliza- 
tion of Taxes was wrong, in that, while it 
admits that a part of the ferry terminal 
building is used to a definite extent locally, 
which is readily ascertainable, yet declares 
that no part of the land on which the build- 
ing is located is assessable locally, and it 
was insiste dtht such proportionate part of 
the land was assessable locally, as that part 
of the building used for local purposes nd 
not for railroad travel or use bears to the 
entire building. In other words, the insist- 
ment of the city was that the assessment of 
the land as well as of the buildings should 
be apportioned and dealt with partially by 


-the local ssessors and ~-ortially by the State 


Board of Assesors. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the judgment 
of the State Board of Equalization of Taxes 
adn the Court of Errors and Appeals has 
affirmed the judement of the Suprem Court. 

Consequently, the lower ferry property is 
assessable locally only to the extent of 
$25 OOO, the remainder of the property being 
assessed by the State Board of Assessors. 

A dissenting opinion was filed in the Court 
of Errors and Appeals by Justice James F. 
Minturn, which opinion was concurred in by 
Judges Bogert, Tracy and White. 

I deemed it advisable that the local as- 
sessors should continue to assess the lower 
ferry property in accordance with the value 
is in 1908, until a final determination 
was made by the Court of Errors and Ap-. 
peals, and the local assessors accordingly as- 
sessed said property for the years 1909, 1910, 
1911 and 1912. 

It will now be necessary for our local 
assessors to apply for an allowance to be 
made to the City of Hoboken, from its rata- 
bles, for the current year, occasioned by the 
reduction of the aforesaid assessment. 


I have talked this matter over with Mr. 
Henry Lohman, President of the Board of 
Assessors, who will give his immedate atten- 
tion thereto.

efficient and inadequate, and defective and 
insufficient, and does not satisfactorily meet 
the requirements nor satisfy the demands 
of the said city; and

of Hoboken after mature consideration, is of 
the opinion that said sewers and sewerage 
system are insufficient, inadequate and de- 
fective, and that it is necessary at this time 
for the proper’ protection of the public 
health of the City of Hoboken, that sufficient 
and adequate sewers and an efficient sys- 
tem of sewerage should be put in operation 
as soon as possible; and 

Whereas, The Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken on February 14th, 1913, 
passed ‘‘An Ordinance providing for the 
adoption of a general system. of sewerage 
and drainage to be provided and maintained 
in and for the City of Hoboken, New Jersey, 
and conformably to which all sewers and 
drains in said city shall hereafter be con- 
structed, altered, rebuilt and extended, and 
providing for the establishment and main- 
tenance of outlets or places of deposit within 
or without said city for sewerage and 
drainage, and to provide for the disposal of 
sewerage and: drainage from said _ city,’’ 
which ordinance was approved by the 
Mayor, February 18th, 1918. 


Resolved, That the Common Council of 
the City of Hoboken is of opinion and does 
hereby declare that in the judgment of said 
Common Council, the sewers, and the sewer

Resolved, That public notice of the inten- 
tion of the Common Council to make the 
aforesaid improvement be given by the City 
Clerk, by publication in the Hudson Ob- 
server and the Hudson Dispatch newspapers 
circulating in the City of Hoboken, for the 
space of ten (10) daws, briefly describing the 
proposed work, and requesting such per- 
sons aS may object thereto to present their 
objections, in writing, to the City Clerk, at 
or before the expiration of ten (10) days 
from the date of such notice.

To the Honorable Mayor and Council: 
Gentlemen—yYour attention is called to the 
condition of the refuse material entering ihe 
box drain at 15th street, now ‘being cleaned 
and repaired by the city. To a large extent 
the drain is filled with tar sludge and oils, 
entering at Grand street. The lighter ma- 
terial floats out to the ship basin, causing 
damage to the vessels lying there, while 
the heavier portion sinks, forming a gela- 
tinous mass difficult to move and choking 
the box. This tar sludge should not be 
allowed to enter. Furthermore, the drain 
entering at Willow avenue brings a large 
volume of sand from the 14th street viaduct, 
which should be separated from _ surface 
water by a properly attended settling tank. 
As the city is under great expense at pres- 
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ent cleaning the drain, steps should at once 
be taken to prevent the necessity of doing 
the ‘work over again.

Gentlemen—The contractor, Mr. James 


Whalen, to whom you awarded the contract 
for the reconstruction and cleaning of the 
Fifteenth street box drain and outlet from 
Grand street to the ship basin has completed 
the above work. 

We found it necessary to uncover the en- 
tire box, in order to remove the sand, sew- 
age and tar oil which entirely filled it, and 
to reconstruct a considerable portion of the 
drain both in Fifteenth street and in the 
yard of the Manufacturers’ Railroad Com- 
pany. We have furthermore built man- 
holes, about seventy feet apart, so that in 
future any stoppage may be adequately re- 
moved, The flow is obstructed by several 
large water pipes in Willow avenue, but as 
it is inexpedient to either raise the pines 
or lower the sewer, ths existing condition 
remains; the manholes now built wil’, how- 
ever, enable the removal of any floating ob- 
struction at these places. We would reeom- 
mend a simple, self-acting wooden gate to 
be constructed at the end of the wooden 
box “where it empties into the piled sluice, 
to prevent the back flow of tidewater into 
the box drain. Furthermore, the admission 
of tar oil and sand into the sewer should be 
prevented, as mentioned in my communica- 
tion of June 4 last.

Dear Sir—Confirming the writer’s inter- 
view with you this morning we hand 


you herewith a drawing showing the out- 
let of Grove street into Newark avenue, - 
Hoboken. It is our earnest wish to see 
this outlet widened to a more serviceable 
width. The diagram sets forth some sug- 
gestions in this behalf. 

It is the purpose of this Chamber to 
endeavor to have the Jersey City authori- 
ties improve Grove Street by repaving it 
and possibly by setting the curbs back for 
some distance on each side, making a 
wider roadway. Thig street is the princi- 
pal thoroughfare between the cities of Jer- 


sey City and Hoboken for traffic which 
does not originate or is not destined to 
the upper sections of Jersey City. On 


this account the convenience of the wid- 
ened outlet suggested will apparently. be 
of equal benefit to all owners of vehicles 
whether they be in Jersey City or Hobo- 
ken. We are informed, but have not veri- 
fied the statement, that owing to the bad 
condition of the streets which must nec- 
essnrily be used in going back and forth 
between Jersey City and Hoboken in the 


lower section, some _ traffic avoids the 
lower section of both cities altogether, 
moving to and from New York and other 
points by way of Weehawken and Fort 
Lee Ferry. ’ 
The distinguishing peculiarity of the 


situation with respect to this much needed 
improvement is that the narrow outlet in 
queston lies wholly within the City of 
Hoboken, as Grove Sreet is full 60 feet in 
width right up to the boundary line be- 
tween the two cities. The improvement, 
therefore, if undertaken, will necessarily 
have to be made officially by the Hobo- 
ken City authorities. This Chamber, how- 
ever, proposes that one-half of the nec- 
essary expense be borne by Jersey City. 

You will understand, of course, that this 
proposal is thus far wholly informal and 
we have yet to take it up with the Jersey 
City officials. Our purpose in comimuni- 
cating with you upon this subject is to 
ascertain whether the city authorities of 
Hoboken would consider the making of 
the suggested improvement and upon 
what terms. 

We are sending copies of this communi- 
cation and enclosed diagram to the Ho- 
boken Board of Trade and also to the 
City Engineer of Jersey City, so that he 
may be informed in case your City En- 
gineer takes the subject up with him.

That 
part of Eleventh street is very low and 
whenever there are rains for an extended 
period it becomes flooded, and those manu- 
facturers in that neighborhood. are almost 
compelled to close their establishments. I 
would recommend that your Board have that 
improvement made by raising said street and 
relieve that condition as. soon as possible.

The following report was presented, read 
and referred to the Committee on Printing 
and Stationery: 

November 24, 1913. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council cf 
the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen— In the certiorari matter, Law- 
rence Fagan vs. Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken and Ivins Printing and 
Publishing Company, also in the certiorar} 
matter of George Gonzales vs. the same 
parties, the Court of Errors and Appeals, on 
November 17th instant, decided said matters 
in favor of the aforesaid prosecutors. 

Application was made by said prosecutors, 
in the first instance, to Honorable Francis J. 
Swayze, one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court. for a writ of certiorari to review the 
action of your Honorable Body in making 
payment of certain claims, for municipal ad- 
vertisements, to Ivins printing and Publisn- 
ing Company, publishers of the “‘New In- 
quirer,’’ and after a hearing in said matter 
said Justice denied said writ. Thereafter a 


writ of certiorari was allowed by Justice 
Bergen of the Supreme Court, and after a 
hearing had before the Supreme Court, said 
latter writ was dismissed. From said de- 
termination of the Supreme Court an appeal 
was had to the Court of Errors and Appeals. 

Chapter 245 of the Laws of 1892 (P. L. 
1892, p. 414) provides ‘‘That it shall be law- 
ful for the Common Council, Board of Alder- 
men or other governing body, with the con- 
sent of the Mayor of any city of the second 
elass in this State, to designate by resolution 
the official newspaper cor newspapers publish- 
ed in any such city, in which shall be solely 
published all official. notices, ordinances, ad- 
vertisements, minutes and official proceedings 
relating to the municipal affairs of such city, 
and to fix the compensation to be paid by the 
city for the service rendered by such official 
newspaper or newspapers.’ Pursuant to the 
provisions of said act the Common Councii 
of the City of Hoboken, on January 2, 1898, 
adopted a resolution which reads as follows: 
‘Resolved, That the Observer be, and it is 
hereby designated as the official newspaper 
in which shall be printed all notices, ordi- 
nances and rulings of the municipal affairs 
of the City of Hoboken, and that the com- 
pensation to be paid for such services ren- 
dered by such newspaper shall be such as is 
prescribed by law,’’ and said resolution was 
approved by the then Mayor of the city. 

I contended before the Court that the 
designation of the Observer as the official 
newspaper, by resolution of January 2, 1903. 
was operative for said year only, and that 
the Common Council, as it was constituted in 
1203, could not by’ the adoption of such 
resolution, bind subsequent Councils. 

Justice Swayze in the opinion rendered by 
him in denying the writ of certiorari prayed 
for by said prosecutors said: ‘‘The prosecutor 
relied upon the designation of the Hoboken 
Observer as the official newspaper of the 
city several years ago and the fact that there 
has been no formal revocation since that 
time. I think, however, that the action 
of that Council in designating The Observer 
could not bind subsequent Councils where 
the approval of the Mayor was secured. 
There has been no formal change in the 
designation of anewspaper, but by the action 
of the Mayor and Council notices have been 
published in The Inquirer and the bill has 
been audited and ordered paid. I think that, 
although this action was informal. it was 
such an action as might subject the city to 
liability by reason of satisfaction, and in 
that respect it comes within the rule laid 
down in Car, Spring & Rubber Company vy. 
Jersey City, 85 Vroom, 544, and is distuni- 
guished from Jersey City Supply Company 
v. Jersey City, 42° Vroom, 631, for, as I 
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understand the evidence, the Mayor and 
Council both have concurred in ordering 
these bills paid and issuing the warrants 
therefor. It is not important that the action 
should be formal in such acase. I therefore 
deny the writ.’’ 

Justice Kalisch, who wrote the opinion for 
the Supreme Court, in dismissing the writs 
of certiorari obtained by said prosecutors in 
April, 1913, says, among other things, that 
the action of the Mayor and Council in au- 
thorizing or ratifying publication in an ad- 
ditional newspaper to the one contained in 
the resolution of 1903 was equivalent to the 
designation of an official newspaper, and 
that such need not be done by formal reso- 
lution; that it might be informally done hy 
the Common Council, so long as it receives 
the Mayor’s consent; that acts done by the 
Common Council with the consent of the 
Mayor regarding the publication of notices, 
etc., in a newspaper not designated official 
by a formal resolution may be equivalent 
to such o cial designation; that the bilis 
attacked in said proceeding were ordered 
paid by a resolution of the Common Council, 
with the approval of the Mayor, and the 
public had the benefit and reaped the ad- 
vantage of the work performed, and it would 
be not only an unconscionable act but one 
contrary to the best legal thought pervad- 
ing our decisions ot deny the claimant’s 
right to compensaion merely because there 
was an informality in the procedure on the 
part of the Common Council in a non- 
essential requirement. 

The Court of Errors and Appeals in its 
opinion did not directly pass upon the ques- 
tion as to whether the resolution of January 
2, 1903, designating the Observer as the 
official newspaper, continued in force after © 
said year, but seemingly takes it for grant- 
ed that the Observer was the official news- 
paper of the city at the time when the 
claims were ordered paid by the Mayor and 
Council to the New Inquirer. 

Justice Bergen, in writing the opinion for 
the Court of Errors and Appeals says: ‘‘The 
act referred to povides ‘That it shall be law- 
ful for the Comomn Council’ to designate 
an official newspaper and, as this involves 
a public interest, the words ‘shall be law- 
ful’ must be interpreted as mandatory, Cen- 
tray Land Company vs. Bayonne, 27 Vr. 
297, and in obedience to this mandatory pro- 
vision, the Common Council of the city of 
Hoboken designated the ‘Hoboken Observer’ 
as .the official newspaper, ‘in which shall 
be solely published’ al olfficial notices, and 
as they have designated no other newspaper 
in the manner required by the statute, that 
newspaper was the only one which could 
lawfully be auhorized by the municiaplity to 


publish such advertisements as the city was 
required by law to publish. * * * And 
in our opinion the stattue under considera? 
tion is.a bar to the right of the Common 
Council, even the approval of the Mayor, 
to the use the public funds to pay for ad- 
vertisements published in any but the offi- 
cial newspaper. The mandate is to publish 
‘solely’ in the official newspaper, and to 
hold that an approval of a bill for printing 
amounts to the appointment of an _ official 
newspaper, would give the statute an effect 
not expressed in it, and permit the doing 
of that which he act manifestly was intended 
to prevent, namely indiscriminate publica- 
tions by newspapers, not Officially appointed, 
with the hope and expectation, generally 
realized, that the Common Council would 
pay after publication. The City Clerk had 
no authority to order this publication and 
it stands on no better basis than if it had 
been published without authority, and as 
he power of the Common Council to pub- 
lish such notices is limited by statute to 
the newspaper appointed according to its 
terms for that purpose, it could not ratify 
the unlawful act of its agent. The judgment 
of the Supreme Court will be reversed and 
the proceedings and resolutions brought up 
for review set aside.’’ 

As the matter stands at present, therefore, 
your honorable body is without authority 
to publish notices, ordinances, advertise- 
ments, minutes and official proceedings relat- 
ing to the municipal affairs of the city, in 
other than the Hudson Observer, heretofore 
designated by you as the official paper of 
the city. You are authorized, however, by 
the act’ of 1892, above mentioned, to desig- 
nate, by resolution, with the consent of the 
Mayor, other newspapers in which shall be 
published all official notices &c. 

It would be well for your honorable body 
on the first day of January of each year, 
hereafter, to designate such official news- 
paper or newspapers as you may determine 
upon wherein shall be solely published all 
official notices, ordinances, advertisements, 
minutes and official proceedings relating to 
the municipal affairs of the city, and to fix 
a compensation to be paid by the city for 
the service rendered by such official news- 
paper of newspapers.

agent or expert duly authorized with the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, 
etc.; and

vided that aiy one or more of such insurers

Whereas, The ctitzens of the City of Ho- 
boken for many years past have been loudly 
protesting against the unreasonable and un- 
just rate of fare charged by the Public Ser- 
vice Street Railway Company for the carriage 
of passengers on and throughout the limits of 
said city, to wit: the sum of five cents; and 

Whereas, There has been much agitation, - 
public discussion and newspaper comment re- 
garding the attaining of the reduction of said 
rate of fare by said Public Sérvice Railway 
Company for the carriage of passengers on 
and throughout the streets of said city, and 
His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Trade 
and other civic societies have heretofore man- 
ifested their deep interest in seeking to ob- 
tain said reduction; and 

Whereas, The Public Service Railway Com- 
pany has totally ignored the reasonable de- 
mands of the citizens of the City of Hoboken 
for a reduction-.of the rate of fare for the 
transportation of passengers over its street 
railway lines in and throughout the limits of 
the City of Hoboken; and 

Whereas, Public-spirited citizens have, in 
consequence of the refusal of the said Public 
Service Railway Company to comply with the 
reasonable demands of the citizens of this 
municipality for a reduction of fare, as afore- 
said, inaugurated at considerable outlay and 
expense, a motor bus line, to be operated in ~ 
and upon the streets of the City of Hoboken, 
namely, upon Washington, Hudson, Garden, 
Park Ave., First and other asphalted streets 
of the Cit yof Hoboken, for the carriage and 
conveyance of passengers, and are charging 


therefor as a rate of fare the very low and 
reasonable rate of three cents per trip, which 
we consider to be a most reasonable charge 
for such service; and . 

Whereas, It is manifest to. the Common 
Council of the City of Hoboken that our 
citizens have by their very generous patron- 
age of said motor bus line, throughout the 
past five days, during which time the said 
service has been in operation, clearly indi- 
cated that the rate of fare charged by the 
Public Service Railway Company, to wit: five 
cents, is unreasonable, if not in fact extor- 
tionate; and 

‘Whereas, The Common Council of the City 
of Hoboken does hereby express its disap- 
proval and condemnation of the ungenerous 
and inconsiderate action of the Public Service 
Railway Company, in ignoring the most rea- 
sonable demands of our citizens for a reduc- 
‘tion of the rate of fare over its ilnes through- 
out the city, to the sum of three cents, a 
sum which, in our opinion, is all that such 
service is reasonably: worth; 

Resolved, That the Common Council of the 
City of Hoboken does hereby express its 
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‘gratification and approval of the unselfish 


public spirit which has actuated the pro- 
moters and operators of said motor bus line 
in affording to our citizens up-to-date con- 
veyances throughout our city for the most 
reasonable fare of three cents; and further 
be it 

Resolved, That in order to extend to such 
parties, to wit: The Hoboken and North Hud- 
son Motor Bus Transportation Company, the 
encouragement that their aforesaid action 
merits, said company have the exclusive priy- 
ilege of operating its said motor bus convey- 
ances on and upon the aforesaid streets until 
the further order of the Council in the 
premises.
